Pueblo, Col., March 17.—A wreck ac­ 
companied with horrors exceeded only 
by the Eden disaster, which occurerd 
Aug. 7, 1904. on the line of the sam e 
railroad, resu lted from a head-on col­ 
lision of two passenger trains on the 
Denver & Rio Grande railroad four 
miles east of Florence, Col. The trains 
met on a sharp curve and were less 
than 200 yards ap art when the engi­ 
neers discovered that a collision was 
Imminent. 
It Is known that the engi­ 
neer of the westbound train put forth 
every possible effort to bring hi* train 
to a stop, but his efforts were fruitless, 
and although he succeeded in check­ 
ing the speed of his train, the crash 
that followed was beyond his power 
to prevent, and he went to his death 
with his hand on the throttle, faithful 
to his charge. 
This much is vouched 
for by his fireman, who, seeing the use­ 
lessness of rem aining in the face of 
sure death, jumped and saved himself. 
Of the conduct of the engine orew of 
the eaatbound train, it can only be 
said that they died at their post, for 
no one lives to tell the story of their 
heroism. 
The disaster was made more horri­ 
ble by the m anner of the death of 
many of the passengers, variously es­ 
tim ated 
from» tw enty 
to thirty-five. 
Fire swept o » r the wreck, engulfing 
the victims i f a oaldron of flame and 
leaving only I p a r r e d and blackened 
bones to tell the tale of slaughter. 
A list of the Injured given out by 
officials of the railroad company com ­ 
prises twenty-two nam es. None of the 
injured is dangerously hurt, and it is 
believed all will recover.

It is reported that an operator’s fail­ 
ure to deliver a train order was the 
cause of the collision.

occupied by passengers, most of whom 
were honm seekers on their way to the

A number of foreigners 
were among them , and In their tsrror 
they gave up life without m aking any 
attempt to reach safety outside the 
burning car. 
Paralyzed with fear and 
with prayers upon their lips, they sank 
to the floor of th e car and were roast­ 
ed alive. 
The cooler ones In the car, 
seeing their danger, rushed for the 
windows and doors and with tho aid 
of the passengers in the rear of the 
train and m em bers of the train crew 
who were unhurt, managed to reach 
the open air. 
Although many were 
willing to u n d ertak e the risk, efforts 
to rescue those who remained In the 
burning cars would have been suicl- 
cldal, as 
th e h eat wa* unbearable. 
When the occupants of the tw o stan­ 
dards and tw o tourist sleepers of the 
westbound saw that nothing could be 
done to check th e flames, they aided 
the trainm en 
In 
pushing back 
the 
sleepers, and those cars were not dam ­ 
aged in th e least. 
The sleepers on the 
•astbound train w ere also pushed back 
and soon after they were placed out 
of the reach of the leaping flames. 
The wrecked cars were soon reduced 
to a mass of smoldering ruins. 
In the front end of the ruins of the

were found 
the 
charred hands of a man, crossed and 
held together by a pair of handcuffs. 
It Is all th at is left to show th a t the 
convict who was being taken to prison 
was burned In the wreck. 
N ear the 
ghastly hands w ere found two revolv­ 
ers, the property of Deputy Sheriff 
E. E. Baird of Denver, who was also 
killed. 
His prisoner was an actor, 
known as Archibald Whitney, who had 
been sentenced to the penitentiary on 
a conviction of forgery. 
In the bones 
of his fingers was held with the grasp 
of death the m etal piece from th e win­ 
dow-casing.

Hanly listens to the petition 
that will be presenteu to him, former 
Auditor of State Dave Sherrick may 
never wear prison stripes for embezzl 
ing f 120,(>00, as charged in the trial 
which ended in his conviction. 
The 
suggestion that he should be pardoned 
iimmodiately has spread like wildfire. 
The movement to obtain a pardon has 
gathered 
such 
rem arkable 
Impetus 
that in ten hours atter his conviction 
over 10,000 signatures had been at­ 
tached to the petitions. 
Throughout 
Indiana 
today 
scores 
of prominent 
men are making an almost house-to- 
house canvass to enlist the support of 
their friends in the matter. 
In the 
palmiest days of his success Sherrick 
never had so m any willing workers in 
his behalf. 
At all the hotels, clubs 
and theaters here are men with petl 
tions that are being signed by hun 
dreds of people. 
Over 200 petition* 
have been sent out to points in the 
state. 
The telegraph and telephone 
lines are kept busy from here by his 
friends urging others out in the state 
to go to work for him. 
It was predicted here today that by 
Monday, the day for the argum ent for 
a new trial for Sherrick, and when it 
is expected he will be sentenced, that 
petitions bearing 200.000 names will 
be ready for presentation to the gov­ 
ernor. 
No political tidal wave in In­ 
diana ever had a better start. 
A num ­ 
ber of Shorrick's 
friends from his 
home at Noblesrllle came here and 
started the circulation of the petitions. 
They hope to be able to convince Gov­ 
ernor Hanly at once that there is no 
necessity for fu rth er punishment of 
Sherrick, and they are hopeful that he 
will heed them. Sherrlok is not urging 
his friends in the movement to obtain 
a pardon. 
In fact, some of them think 
th at he would refuse to accept liberty 
from the governor, and that rather than 
place himselff under obligations to 
him in any way, that he would prefer 
to finish his sentence 
Sherriok’a feel­ 
ing toward the governor since he was 
ousted from office Is said to amount 
to hatred, and some of his friends say 
that a pardon would be galling. 
It la 
said that Sherrick Is on the verge of 
a complete collapse physically. 
Since 
j he was placed in Jail he has refused 
to eat. 
He smoke* constantly and 
tries to appear at ease with his friends, 
many of whom have called at the Jail, 
but a breakdown may come when the 
tension relaxes. 
Sherrick does not en 
tertain any hope th a t Judge McCul­ 
lough will give him a new trial, but he 
feels very confident th at the »upreme 
court will set aside the verdict. News 
papers throughout the state are ex 
pressing much sym pathy for Sherrick, 
but in most cases with the added 
statem ent that the verdict was Juit 
and 
warranted 
u nder 
the

s ances.

Indianapolis, March 17.—The anthra- 
oite m iners' scale com mittee will make 
a r«ply to the anthracite operators’ 
refusal to grant any of their demands. 
The thirty-six members of the an th ra ­ 
cite scale com m ittee met to receive 
the operators’ reply, which had been 
sent to Presldont John Mitchell. 
The 
session was a heated one and was held 
behind closed doors at the m iners’ 
headquarters. 
The absolute refusal of the opera­ 
tor* to m ake any concessions and their 
added declaration for the open shop, 
fired a g reat many of the scale com­ 
m itteem en and they were In favor of 
refusing to continue negotiations fur 
ther. 
They wished to have the whole 1 
question taken up by th© national con­ 
vention and to have a war declaration 
Issued. 
It appears that alm ost half 
the com mitteemen favored this course. 
President John Mitchell and Presi­ 
dent T. D. Nichols of the big Scranton-

district,

against such a course, and the con­ 
servative element rallied around them. 
The reading of the reply and the argu­ 
ment on it lasted two hours. 
At the 
end of that tim e the conservatives, led 
by Mitchell and Nichols, gained their 
point, and It was decided that the 
scale com m ittee should draft a reply 
to the operators. 
Seek to Avoid Delay. 
This docum ent will probably bo long 
and xvHteMMl separately with each of 
the m lner^pfcopositions and the oper­ 
ators’ refusal. 
The document will be 
drafted by the subcommittee of seven, 
and will be submitted to the com mittee 
as a whole before the Indianapolis con­ 
ference* end. 
The plan Is to have 
the reply ready so there will be nc 
delay In calling the Joint conference 
of the anthracite miners’ and opera 
tor*’ scale committees In New’ York 
city Immediately after the Indianapolis 
meetings adjourn. 
This course of ae 
tion means that the m iners’ national 
111 not take up the anthra 
cite question in detail. 
It will, how 
ever, Indorse the work and plans of the 
anthracite m iners and pledge support 
There are indications that the mi­ 
ners, In m aking their reply, will great 
ly modify their demands, and thus 
make another effort for a peaceful set 
tlement.
